PIA Research Group Meets with Representatives Adhesive, Machinery, 
Paper Processing, Publication Production Experts Plan Campaign 


PERFECTION PERFECT BINDING

The occasion was the meeting the 
Adhesives Sub-Committee the Bind- 
ery Research Committee the Re- 
search Engineering Council, which 
was called formulate approach 
problem publication binding. 

The meeting was attended by, among 
others, representatives several large 
publication firms, such Curtis, Read- 
ers Digest, Time, Life, Fortune, The 
Book Manufacturers Institute. Others 
concerned now the past with ad- 
hesives use and research, were likewise 
attendance. 

Dwight Monaco (McGraw-Hill Pub- 
lishing Co.), chairman the perfect 
binding section the adhesives sub- 
committee, summarized the problem 
the following statement, before placing 
the question the floor for discussion. 


Statement Purpose 


“In recent years there has been grow- 
ing demand, the publication field, 
for flat-opening magazine. This de- 
mand has come from both subscribers 
and advertisers, requiring that bind- 
method developed that will en- 
hance the readibility and usefulness 
the publications and allow for more 
presentation editorial and 
advertising content, particularly through 
More effective use layouts requiring 
double spreads, gutter bleeds, etc. 

date the only thoroughly effective 


has been Smyth sew. This,

strong demand has therefore been 
created for another binding method 
that would eliminate these two major 
drawbacks while maintaining the phy- 
sical characteristics the flat-opening. 

“The natural consequence has been 
the many attempts that have been made 
produce satisfactory product 
Perfect Binding—a product that would 
maintain the qualities adherence, 
flexibility and permanence. date 
the results have been far from satis- 
factory. Since the tendency toward the 
use machine coated papers now 
almost universal the publication 
field, most the efforts have pointed 
toward the use methods and adhe- 
sives that would satisfactorily bind ma- 
chine coated papers, but has been 
found that while some progress has 
been made this direction, publica- 
tions made several different kinds 
and weights paper cannot satis- 
factorily Perfect bound, with the equip- 
ment and materials currently available. 


“This committee, which made 
representatives the publishing 
field, representatives the printing in- 
dustry and representatives the paper 
industry, adhesive industry, and equip- 
ment manufacturers has been formed 
for the purpose studying this prob- 
lem and laying out program 
the objective this committee set 
goals attained, and obtain and 
maintain continuing cooperative effort 
the part all interested parties 
until solutions have been reached.” 


conclusion, Monaco warned that 
with constantly rising costs, publishers 
must assured being able deliver 
flat-opening books which would hold 
together during and after delivery. 

Byers the Battelle Memorial 
Institute, Columbus, reviewed the 
experiments that their unit had con- 
ducted behalf the Book Manu- 
facturers Institute developing hot 
melt adhesives for sewed books. 

Monaco waved copy American 
Machinist’s anniversary edition, vol- 
ume which bulked about 114”, with all 
kinds paper within its covers, 
example the type book felt 
should possible perfect bind suc- 
cessfully.

was primary importance. 


Digest Notch Process 


Fogg gave brief description the 
notch process used the McCall Corp. 
the production the Readers Digest. 
converted Sheridan covering machine 
used apply the glue and cover, 
after the folded signatures have been 
notched special mechanism. 
primer used the backs. Fogg 
estimated speed delivery 150 books 
per minute. 

McCall found that the wheel type 
adhesive application did not function 
well enough for high speed operation, 
that device was evolved pump 
the glue into the notches under 400 lbs. 
pressure. Fogg noted that the foreign 
editions the Digest had not yet been 
bound satisfactorily this method, 
and that big, thick books mixed 
paper content might present entirely 
different problems. 

was obvious from the trend 
discussion that was hoped that cur- 
rent equipment might modified 
produce the improved binding, rather 
than going the expense developing 
entirely new equipment. 


Waste paper processing 


representative the waste paper 
processing group, reporting 
problem with perfect bindings, ex- 
plained that basically, the adhesives 
waste paper which reaches their pro- 
cessing plants, must such solu- 
ble caustic soda.

Nevertheless assured the group 
that the adhesive manufacturers would 
cooperate fully, individually and 
tively, any program the nature 
indicated the committee.

such polyvinyl, which was ob- 
jected that didn’t set fast enough. 
Hot melt present the most promis- 
ing type adhesive for perfect binding, 
his opinion. 


Interaction Glue and Paper

explored the chemical interaction ad- 
hesives and paper, and led the group 
into discussion whether not 
there was solution found the 
fact that two dissimilar source materials 
were being bonded together, glue being 
animal product, paper cellulose 
one.

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ESTIMATING YOUR SPOILAGE 


REASONABLE AMOUNT occurs printing 
plants and binderies spite the care and consideration 
given each job passes through the various operations. 
Therefore, when the paper figured for job, extra sheets 
must allowed assure full amount for delivery well 
few samples kept for reference. 

seems common practice among printers figure 
the number sheets required for the job, and then lump 
percentage additional number sheets for spoilage 
and let that, keeping mind the same time the 
nature the job, the number times through the press, 
cetera. This method guess best but those who use 
over period years become quite proficient their ability 
judge the amount spoilage allow the kind work 
with which they are familiar upon which they have pro- 
duction records. When the unusual job which has peculiar 
combinations exceptional operations does come along, 
many are loss know what the safe and correct 
spoilage allowance. 

Most schedules, heretofore proposed, have used 
centage based the actual number full sheets required 
for the job. Among others. this basis has one dangerous pos- 
sibility which has militated against its practicality that 
printers could not adopt with any assurance safety. 
Such basis allows consideration the number cut from 
each sheet. obvious that for job 100 posters, size 
38, one color, one side, requiring 100 sheets 25x38, 
larger number sheets for spoilage necessary than for 
job 2,500 posters, size also one color, one side, 
and cutting twenty-five out sheet, but still requiring the 
same amount, 100 full sheets, 38. Assuming 
percent the correct spoilage for the 100 large posters, then 
thirty full sheets would the spoilage allowance for the 
2,500 small posters well. This, twenty-five out 
sheet, gives 750 extra for the 2,500 which, course, far 
too great. 


This new suggested method figuring spoilage differs slight- 
from those generally used. The table shows the number 
pieces the finished job the basis for the spoilage al- 
lowance. makes unnecessary the consideration the large 
spoilage when running more than one up. For instance, when 
running sixteen up, one sheet spoiled, then sixteen fin- 
ished pieces are lost. Also, this method completely solves the 
problem the job 100 posters, one out sheet, requir- 
ing much higher percentage spoilage than job re- 
quiring 100 sheets the same size paper, cutting twenty-five 
out 2,500 finished pieces. 

Consult the spoilage table. Follow down the first column 
and find the figure equal the quantity the job (not the 
number sheets, although sometimes the two will the 
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same). Opposite the figure for the quantity the job, add 
together the percentage for such operations will per- 
formed the job. This total percentage times the number 
sheets required for the job gives the number sheets 
for spoilage. 


Bindery allowances 


Spoilage allowance for squaring paper for ruling, for 
work and tumble; flat cutting (or plain cutting apart after 
printing) and trim bleed, one two sides, covered 
the column headed “One Color.” not necessary allow 
extra percentage for these operations. 

Consider trim bleed three four sides, raised printing 
(or thermography), and bronzing, each bindery opera- 
tion and add percentage accordingly. 

Consider trimming booklets, pamphlets, cetera, 
bindery operation all cases, but not add additional 
penalty for trim bleed three sides. 

When die-cutting, scoring, perforating are run sheet 
already printed, use percentages column headed “Each 


Additional Color, One Side.” 


When die-cutting, scoring, perforating are run sheets 
requiring printing, use percentage column headed “One 
Color, One Side.” 

Consider the pen-ruled forms, one side only, one color, 
one side for first run through ruling machine. For each ad- 
ditional run add percentage equal one binding operation. 
For two sides, different, use one color, two sides base 
and then add for each additional run the same above. 
Then classify the spoilage for the printing the regular way 
and add the two percentages together get adequate 
spoilage. 

For sheets normally running press Classes and 
(lower quality) use percentages table. 

For sheets normally running press Classes and 
(higher quality) add additional percentage equal one 
bindery operation.

December last year, B&BP published the sum- 


mary the first series meetings designed 


the Binders Group, Employing Printers fully 


analyze their estimating methods and results. The first 


session was largely one comparing individuals 


with cold facts revealed long-range 


production records well-run shop operated for 


period years. 


The second meeting, which reported herewith, 


dealt with more hard facts, such the causes and 


effects erroneous computation cost, and the com- 


mon pitfalls made estimating. 


where did profits go? 
was the theme song that accompanied 
the various topics discussed the Feb- 
ruary 18th meeting the Binders 
Group the New York Employing 
Printers Assoc., meeting the Adver- 

Why that binders will add 
seemingly adequate profit the cost 
price the job only discover the 
end the year they have earned 
more than negligible amount? John 
Sherdon, manager the Cost Accoun- 
tant department for the Association, 
was able point out some the rea- 
sons: 

Why binders always estimate per- 
fect working conditions when they fig- 
ure the costs for job? their work- 
ers give 714 hours production during 
their 744 hour day? One binder ob- 


served that during the recent flu epi- 
demic his labor force was not only re- 
duced but those left were groggy from 
just getting over it. Workdays and the 
equivalent production have, however, 
been marred lesser evils than that. 
Ideal conditions seldom prevail and 
estimates charges should take these 
intangibles and uncertainties into con- 
sideration. 

Who figures spoilage? Many 
the shops Sherdon had visited seldom 
did. Not every job run during the 
month can perfect and thus allow- 
ance for such item should made. 


How often has job been figured 
one unit and delivered the binder 
piecemeal tying men and machinery 
much beyond the time limit provided 
the estimate? Who pays for that wait- 
ing time? The “profits” will the 


binder doesn’t watch for these abnor. 
malities. 


What happens when machinery 
breaks down? When unforseen over. 
time occurs?—are these paid for? 
whom? Most likely the anticipated 
mark-up. Similarly the office copies 
other instances excessive service must 
taken into account, warned 


Safety factor 


How important proper mark-up 
safety factor assuring reasonable 
return the volume done during 
year was emphasized further when the 
Association’s manager the Methods 
and Equipment Department Joe Smith, 
took the floor demonstrate how much 
machine can do, how fast, 
order arrive equitable figures for 
its service. led the discussion 
illustrating step step what job will 
cost. This same procedure had been 
conducted the Group three months 
previous (see B&BP Dec. 37), but 
now the presence Smith many 
questions confronted then could 
answered, 

The Group was quick learn that 
there can argument with the 
scientific compilation facts and their 
application the operations ques- 
tion. The estimate given was considered 
many too high. Under market con- 
ditions, they argued, the cost shown 
plus normal mark-up would im- 
practical. 

This argument struck the heart 
the matter. For these were figures 
actual costs derived from practical ex- 
perience and not determined market 
conditions. How job marketed has 
bearing the cost picture, but does 
influence the profit and loss statement. 

Some maintained that they had oper- 
ated similar jobs lower prices for 
years and yet never shown loss the 
end the year. answer, was 
explained, that only because there were 
other jobs the shop more profitable 
than the one under discussion could 
the loss recouped. became evident 
that many binders for lack cost 
system not know how much in- 
dividual job does cost and thus could 
never gauge their profits realistically. 
With the help cost system binder 
will know how much job worth 
being worked efficiently. 

Those binders who insist giving 
the job away pegging their prices 
what they consider market condi- 
tions, chided Fisher, the Group’s presi- 
dent, will only price themselves out 
business the long run. determined 
effort all price more realistically 
through their own cost system could 
thus raise the standard the industry. 
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GET BALLED OVER BULK! 


Guild Debates Proper Measurement The Bulk Book; It’s 
Far Safer Make Working Dummy From Printed Sheets Job 


How YOU MEASURE the true bulk 
book? This was the essence 
the discussion about making dum- 
mies which occupied the attention 
members the Bookbinders Guild 
the George Washington Hotel, 
The question had been carried over 
from the January meeting, and the 
ensuing discussion, was thoroughly dis- 
sected. 

The problem about the proper meas- 
ure bulk originated query 
whether blank dummies should 
smashed bunches singly. was 
contended that this point 
essential, but that whether not the 
dummies were made from printed 
blank sheets was the real crux the 
problem measurement. 


Dummy from printed sheet 


Tossing the question into the ring, was 
Ben Dube’s (H. Wolff) query 
whether one should nip dummies 
smash them, singly bunches. 
Daniel 
asserted that this factor made little 
difference, that the real point was 
insist printed sheets from which 
make working dummies for the cus- 
tomer and for the plant. Making dum- 
mies from any other material far too 
often likely bring you grief, 
maintained. Ofttimes the stock will not 
the same the original blank 
sheets, the film ink deposited 
the printed sheet will alter the mea- 
surement. Then, you have made 
covers fit the blank dummies, you 
are trouble all down the line. 


Never, pleaded Leddy, should you 
make covers for rough front books 
from handfolded dummies, for varia- 
tions folding, which reveal them- 
selves the edge and tail, will most 
likely make your covers bad fit. 

obviate hours fruitless wran- 
gling later, always make record 
the bulk the dummy smashed to, and 
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sure the customer knows it. the 
made from printed stock, then the 
covers can made fit. 

What are the dangers making 
dummies and covers 
tables from blank dummies? 


Using tables 


Bulking tables are based purely 
blank stock and not take into con- 
sideration the effect the ink film, 
variations folding print print, 
added inserts, etc. Also, these same 
bulking tables are frequently inaccu- 
rately translated publishers’ pro- 
duction departments. table may 
show, for example, that certain stock 
may bulk 320 pages 1”. publisher 
may decide his own mind that with 
light smash, can obtain greater 
bulk. Far too often, even the lightest 
smash possible, results book which 
does not even reach the designated 1”. 
The dangers making the covers 
fit the blank dummy are obvious—when 
fitted the finished book, which 
thinner, dies are likely require cut- 
ting down and the book will have 
exaggerated round failing that, large 
joints fit the oversized dies, both, 
the result poor example bookbind- 
ing. 

Element risk 


the same condition applies 
blank dummies, from which covers can 
made necessary, with element 
risk. Because the nature the 
work performed some plants, where- 
materials are pretty much under 
control, possible these instances 
proceed with making the dummies 
from blank sheets. However, wise 
them the machine that 
production conditions will simulated 
much possible. 

any instance which publisher 
has given notice expected bulk, 
the binder should notify his customer 


the exact bulk the finished 
dummy. 

Emmanuel Burr (American-Strat- 
ford) explained, you can use the bulk- 
ing rule obtain good approxima- 
tion the bulk, but you must pre- 
pared for variations the paper and 
you must take into consideration the 
effect the use heavy buckram. 


Handling 


hard paper, smooth surface 
paper, such English finish better, 
best both nip and smash dum- 
mies, secure accurate measurement 
the bulk, make allowances for 
the thread. 

thin nylon thread used thin 
signatures, sometimes possible 
eliminate the nipping and rely 
smashing only. 

backing dummies, train your 
backers making the book, shape 
the back will actually done 
the production machine used 
the job. this way, too, you will se- 
cure greater accuracy. 


Other problems

warned that bulking measurement, 
one should never bulk from the tail, 
which the location all the short 
folds, most sheet imperfections, rips, 
etc., which will throw you off your 
measurement. The book should 
bulked from the head the middle 
safe, which the first the most 
satisfactory method. 
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TEST-TUBE “LEATHERS” FOR 


aco talk bookbinding covering materials would 
have principally confined itself various grades leathers. 
Now, years later, such discussions have assumed scien- 
tific proportions with plethora names ending mostly 
and “-ex” describing multitude fabrics and 
treated papers that have been developed suit machines, 
tastes, and pocketbooks the place leather. 

this age synthetics has become more important 
differentiate between types plastic coatings than com- 
pare tanning paring. has also become more compli- 
cated with terms like Lexide, Latex, part the science 
some manufacturing and more confusing 
terminology with artificial and imitation often describing 
different, sometimes the same sort processing. 

The discussions may even further include tag cloth, 
like the cloth which labels furniture, shade cloth, close 
ally bookbinding all which have one time 
another been used book the interest economy. 
Nothing however has proved popular for the economy- 
minded recent paper-based pyroxilyn-coated materials 
which now have been added vinyl-coated papers. 


They have arrived 


The history these developments dates the pre-World 
War era when leather was still full use even the 
extent covering bank pass books. When war put crimp 
into man-power available, machines for casemaking came 
into their own. Since they depended material more evenly 
proportioned size and thickness than leather, the day for 
book cloth had arrived. 

around 1917 impregnated and starch filled book 
cloth gained favor domestic product having been im- 
ported from England previously. With the consumer still 
conditioned leather, imitation finishes this type were 
embossed the fabrics. 

Then with the World War demand upon cloth produc- 
tion machinery, kraft-based materials with Lexide coating 
mixed into the base became popular. Due their price 
advantage and post-war improvements they continued gaining 
face rising cloth costs. 


—and how they grew 


Words are hardly adequate describe the resulting develop- 
ment the variety grains, coatings, and colors available 
within the whole range book covering materials. The 
abundance great part due the popularity these mate- 
rials enjoy the fabrication upholstery, ladies’ acces- 


sories, luggage, etc. turn products developed for these 
markets have also become available for bookbinding they 
measured the folding, gluing, and stamping standards 
set the trade. Naturally many specialists the field 
bookbinding covering materials developed specific products, 
but many were adapted, few are still development. Some 
may have even eluded the listing follow the second in- 
stallment next month, since categorical classification 
this type has ever been put together. 


They look the same, but— 


With price usually the primary consideration selection 
covering material for bookbinding, the competitive 
ties looks, feel, smell, and strength among the materials 
marketed within price range become important criteria. 
The same competition applies materials within different 
price ranges for the qualities that make for good looking 
cover are available paper base they are the 
toughest fabric. After all, argued one expert, whether the 
coating chips off fabric paper hardly makes the 
difference, the end use for which the covering material 
selected does. reasoned that dictionary designed 
through years constant reference may look differ- 
ently than classical volume. ornately which 
designed principally for looks. What fabric will for the 
former, paper-based stock may equally well for the 
latter. 

There denying that the price advantage so-called 
substitutes, like paper-based materials, considerable. Many 
companies which formerly sold cloth exclusively have forti- 
fied their postion the addition the lower-priced mate- 
rials. One cloth manufacturer has even added manufacturing 
facilities for this purpose. The minimum two cents saving 
per book, which generally accepted figure, when lower- 
priced materials are used, can represent significant saving 
the publisher whose cost picture squeezed between high 
manufacturing prices and lowest possible retail prices. 


Appearance 


The apparent sameness between coated fabrics and treated 
papers due similar coating processes. Pyroxilyn and 
now vinyl, new bookbinding fabrics and papers, are 
lar substances which give the necessary protection and 
smooth finish. Washability, resistance vermin, stains, 
and abrasion and greater endurance are due 
these plastics and some others that have been used. 

The selection color problem insofar the stand- 
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HOW they grew! 


ard array can supplemented special orders. keep 
the scuffings and abrasions from showing, purchasers book 
covering material usually insist colors that are dyed 
through the back. For most materials the market this 
requisite has been sufficiently met. 


The feel leather 


for the feel the materials well for the looks, the 
embossing enhances the authenticity the imitation. Some- 
times printed patterns heighten the illusion. Certainly leather 
never looked better; nor was the animal world ever co- 
operative furnishing many perfect-looking grains, the 
swatch books are believed. For some science has even 
contributed that slight oily feel good leather. 


The smell leather 


for the smell, the epitome quality seems that 
tanned leather. Those entrusted with evaluating book cover- 
ing materials seem lay some stress this aspect selec- 
tion, but actually not certain how many retail book 
buyers put their noses the cover. With pyroxilyn, smell 
longer problem, ever was one, but vinyl coated 
goods are not entirely free from it. faint is, the odor 
they emit resembles that burned celluloid. Yet when 
covered with ink sizing these odors are usually eliminated. 


Strength 


strength, the fabrics vary much the papers do. While 
experience has taught users what expect wearability 
from the various grades fabrics, conclusive experience 
exists regard all treated paper-based materials. Tum- 
bling tests have performed some instances; standards 
have been set, folding strengths, bursting strain, and tensile 
levels have been measured, compared, and investigated, but 
experts argue, these are better criteria for actual book 
use than dropping fountain pen its point the floor 
prove writing strength. many cases, questions 
strength, especially reference hinges, were answered 
with: adverse reports received. 


Workability 


When the new covering materials were first developed, end- 
sheet adhesion was difficult until the coatings were perfected 


and adhesive manufacturers developed pastes that could cut 
through.

Stamping, while longer the problem with pyroxilyn that 
was, caused some difficulties with vinyl first which have 
now been resolved due change the vinyl, one case. 
another the vinyl applied sufficiently thin and then 
coated with casein base color and protective coating with 
just enough wax make receptive stamping. 

Stiffness, while not necessarily related strength, depends 
fabrics the type impregnation, the kind coating 
and its thickness, the fabric used and the density the 
weave. With book covering materials other than cloth differ- 
ent manufacturing processes and ingredients produce the 
varying yualities stiffness. 

The manufacturing processes may grouped into three 
categories: Paper (cellulose) with synthetic rubber 
plastics added; paper; and fabricated leather. 


Lexide latex, synthetic rubbers made from patents 
owned the Rubber Co. are used the manufacture 
book covering material three ways. Using adapted 
paper manufacturing machinery the sheets rolls are 
formed from mixture Lexide and cellulose fibres 
made the beater and then fed into the paper machine; 
the Lexide saturated into the wet paper web that has 
been formed the machines; the Lexide applied 
the dry web. Thereafter the coatings are applied. 
More less Lexide determines the quality the material; 
those which contain some leather granules are ranked 
premium quality this field. 

Another manufacturer uses vinyl impregnate the cellu- 
lose fibres and then perfects the sheet with super-calen- 
dered finish. 


The paper group relies Kraft base which 
coated and dyed through with complementary color. 
keep prices down, publishers have relied these materials 
recent years. While pyroxilyn coatings and some vinyl 
popular this price range, there also casein coated 
paper which also came into this field during the war. 

Since the war, this group competes with covering mate- 
rial made from hemp fibres. has filling, coating,

ray did not neglect establish itself 
quality printer. Judges book work 
credited Murray-printed books the 
annual AIGA selections with awards 
both for its letterpress 
printed books. “Impeccable typography 
and tender crayon drawing” read one 
judgment which explains why the book 
trade has confused Murray’s offset 
work with letterpress production, 
compliment that appeals publishers, 
Such performance “continues make 
new contacts for us” reported Murray 
1947. was thus not until 1948 
when the firm moved Wakefield into 
quarters four times larger than its 
Cambridge plant that the company 
started solicit work. 


80% expansion 


With reputation thus established, ex- 
pansion led Wakefield just fourteen 
miles from Cambridge where Murray 
found most attractive building, un- 
crowded quarters, light pouring from 
all sides, freedom from smoke and 
grime.” The four story plant also had 
the advantage eliminating third 
move since “we can expand exten- 
sion rather than migration.” 

The brick building, mere twenty- 
five years old, reconstructed for 
time use, boasts 175’ front with four 
rectangular 8,500 sq. ft. floors the first 
which was enlarged “by extension” 
9,000 sq. ft. accommodate the large 
presses. Another annex 20,000 square 
feet was added last year. Thus, since 
1948, the company has experienced 
80% expansion its physical plant.

With time-table precision, 
istic Murray’s printing operations, 
the move the plant hardly cost more 
than two work-hours loss. Except for 
the bindery, all the machinery was 
moved over extended Saturday 
through Monday weekend. Presses were 
broken down into feeder, 
cylinder, and delivery units and smooth- 
assembled blue-printed locations. 
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Folding battery gets plenty space 
for loading, handling and storage 
Murray's spacious Wakefield plant. 


With similar precision the bindery 
moved the following weekend with the 
help 125 ft. crane which hoisted 
the machinery its fourth floor lo- 
cation. 

Murray’s pressroom measuring 175 
50’ features some the most modern 
equipment available. Originally they 
three large offset presses from 
Cambridge, added fourth, then added 
two more Miehle two-color units 
1949. Thereafter one these units was 
replaced with ATF-Mann offset per- 
fecting press which two taking 
53” sheets are now 
Murray pioneered this press the 
United States. 


The present line-up presses out- 
produces the letterpress equipment. 
started with Multilith 1934. Some 
such smaller equipment including 
Webendorfer offset press and also let- 
terpress units installed the sec- 
ond floor.

THROUGH BINDERY KNOW-HOW 


Modern Equipment’s Flexibility Added Bindery Skill En- 
ables Use Wide Range Impositions Ganged Work 


MORE THAN ONE WAY FOLD 
cat (and not few dogs, para- 
phrase old expression.) How the 
modern bindery prepared just 
that was the subject talk Joseph 
Siegel, vice-president and general 
manager the Trade Bindery, N.Y.C. 
one the nation’s largest trade bind- 
ers. The occasion was the February 
meeting the N.Y. Club Printing 
House Craftsmen, which was termed 
“Imposition Night” and devoted the 
technicalities lockup and imposition, 
explained Siegel, and George 
Bennett the faculty the N.Y. 
School Printing. 

Siegel began his talk with the oft- 
repeated but far too easily 
quently ignored admonition sure 
check any imposition with the bind- 
ery that the job, there any 
doubt whatsoever its correctness. 
For that matter, wise sure 
each and every one, standard not. 


Better ways run 


Frequently the binder able suggest 
better way run the job, which may 
save time money for both the cus- 
tomer and the printer, well for the 
binder. 

There are three major makes and 
models folding machines 
the market, well many sizes, fin- 
ishes and weights paper, addition 
the numerous makes, and models 
printing presses. Each has its particu- 
field limitation and advantage 
and the binder aware what work 
best for one type folder another. 

Moreover, there have been many im- 
provements folding machines re- 
cent years, and the binder up-to-the- 
minute these, and well qualified 
recommend the best way fold the job, 
and what machine. 

Siegel went explain that the

Another factor favor consulting 
the binder, the advantage learning 
what equipment available the time 
the job will run, which often affects 
the sheet layout, favorably otherwise, 
depending circumstance.

and stitching equipment have brought

Siegel reminded his audience. That is, 
ihat work scheduled for such ma- 
chines, lip blank stock, deep, 
must supplied. However, the saving 
cost such binding far exceeds the 
cost the additional blank paper. 

One cannot too careful estimat- 
ing gang work, which mixed bless- 
ing. Trimming costs multiple work 
run quickly, and the cost per 
four will considerably more 
than two-up. Thus gains made 
folding and presswork may can- 
celled out the trimming. Careful pre- 
checking with the binder will enable 
the customer determine just which 
layout will most economical. 

Siegel urged that line-up sheets ac- 
company every job that goes bind- 
ery. simple item such this will 
eliminate many delays and costly errors 
due misunderstandings arising from 
leck instructions blended with good 
intentions. Illustrations may have been 
placed certain positions for reasons 
printing economy, but the binder 
folds cuts according his own in- 
terpretation their position, may 
get into trouble.

THE VULNERABLE HEEL 
Achilles, the toes that printers and 
binders have worry about. Unlike 
Achilles, however, they have found 
way protect their toes the job., 
The answer safety-toe shoes. 

Safety-toe shoes longer connote 
heavy industry footwear. Printers and 
binders find just much protection 
them the men the heavy indus- 
tries, where the shoes were originally 
introduced. When Bill headed for 
makeready table the pressroom, one 
two rollers someone had left the 
table fell. Bill tried pick up. 
did so, the other one rolled off and 
struck his big toe. hurt. Bill was 
not wearing safety shoes. had never 
seen pair. was incapacitated for 
three weeks. 


25% lost-time cases 


But the bindery Kable Printing 
Company, Mount Morris, work- 
ers knew about safety shoes. The com- 
pany had urged their use because 25% 
their lost-time cases one year were 
due foot injuries, most which 
could have been prevented with safety 
shoes. promote the sale the shoes, 
Kable’s arranged with local store 
stock them. presenting request 
signed the plant the nurse, Kable 
employees obtained the shoes factory 
prices plus for handling charges. 
The convenience inspired Ray buy 
pair. And one day worked the 
bindery, heavy steel bar fell Ray’s 
toes. injury resulted because the 
metal toe cap protection built into the 
the shoe withstood the impact.

bindery the East was doing 
splendid job improving work en- 
vironment for safe operation, and 
sustaining interest accident preven- 
tion among their supervisors. They had 
attained record 235 days without 
any injury necessitating lost time from 
work (as defined the National Safe- 
Council and the American Standards 
Association). Then happened. lift 
truck operator had toe injury. 
was not wearing safety footwear. Both 
his toes and the safety record were 
broken. That bindery’s plea the 
plea all safety-minded management 
—don’t initiate yourselves into this an- 
gle safety through the painful expe- 
riences the men and women your 
shop. 

has been estimated that there are 
60,000 foot injuries year plants 
throughout the country. besides the 
pain, there large cost factor 
consider. manufacturer letterpress 
printing presses found 
costing him $9,832.80 one year. After 
the promotion safety-toe shoes, 
ten-month cost totaled only $21.60. 


Education necessary 


promoting the wearing safety 
shoes bindery printing estab- 
lishment, the toughest assignment 
educate the employees that the need 
for wearing this type protection ex- 
ists. ‘This very difficult where there 
planned safety program. such 
instances case maker, who may never 
get into any other part the plant, 
will not hear accidents either toes 
any other type; consequently be- 


comes skeptical the need for shoe 
program. 

With companies footing the bills for 
accidents and employees getting their 
feet caught injury-producing situa- 
tions, great deal education has 
already been started the need for 
safety footwear. The Hy-Test Division 
the International Shoe Company, St. 
Louis, loans film without charge en- 
titled “One Ounce Safety” which 
promotes the importance wearing 
safety shoes. Safety-shoe news items 
are readable enough get space 
newspapers and both general and trade 
magazines. Note these examples: “An 
employee construction company 
Florida has two artificial feet, but 
wears safety shoes. While there would 
physical pain his artificial toes 
were crushed, there would consider- 
able financial anguish. The artificial 
feet cost $300 pair, taking 
chances.” The other concerns 
worker Oklahoma. “He got his un- 
protected foot crushed crate con- 
taining 1900 pairs safety shoes.” 
Most shoe manufacturers will furnish 
posters and booklets describing their 
safety footwear. The National Safety 
Council has educational material 
the subject, and insurance companies 
have numerous case histories for sup- 
port. 

The binder and printer 
cerned with his own experience with 
toe injuries. maintains accident 
records, this information will readily 
available him. not, summary 
analyses can obtained from insur- 
ance carriers.

Where and how get ‘em 


Along with education comes the con- 
venience getting the shoes.

Shoe stocks local shoe 
stores. 


This method takes care the 
binders and printers who want their 
people shod safely but not want 
into the shoe business. Advisable, 
too, where there inadequate room 
for shoe stock the company’s prem- 
ises. 


Group fitting. 

Arrangements can made 
have safety shoe representative set 
shop for several days the prem- 
ises. brings with him ample stock 
for immediate fitting. one printing 
plant, 252 pairs shoes were fitted 
3-day period. 


Permanent shoe store the 

premises. 

The company arranges with the 
shoe manufacturer for supply shoes 
which are stocked the shelves the 
shop. Shoes are usually sold 
fitted company personnel, and pay- 
ment arranged via pay roll deductions. 


Mobile trailers. 

Periodically 
pulls shop and the salesmen fit 
workers who want safety shoes and call 
the trailer for service. 


Order mail. 

Safety shoe manufacturers will 
provide fitting instrument, teach 
company representative how use it. 
Workers are fitted, orders mailed 
and when the shoes arrive parcel 
post, cash collected and then turned 
over the shoe manufacturer when 
billings come through. 


Subsidies.

Who should wear safety-toe shoes? 
All employees who work the plant 
owe themselves get this type 
added protection.

Pigs lead have broken toes, and simi- 
lar mishaps have occurred when galleys 
hands. Bindery workers? Stockmen 
have pulled lift trucks onto their toes; 
operators have dropped skids, books, 
bundles, tools; binders 
struck rods from book presses, top 
boards; gluers have had drums glue 
roll over their toes. Pressmen? Ink 
rollers, roll stock, steel plates, cans 
ink, tools, all have caused injuries 
pressmen when they fell unpro- 
tected toes. Mechanics and mainte- 
nance men? Motors, 
dolliers, lengths pipe, tools, steel 
plates, lumber, all have hit their mark 
when dropped. Shipping employees? 
There end the listing acci- 
dents that have caused toe injuries 
this department. 

Safety-toe shoes are now made at- 
tractive enough for dress wear. Don’t 
surprised worker orders two 
for work and 
around home.”

Summary Opinion Poll 229 Teachers Administrators 
Conducted the Textbook Clinic, American Institute Graphic Arts 


Users Textbooks Indicate Belief Content Changes, More Color, 
Newer Copyrights, Less Bulk, Retention Double-column, Illustration 


RESULTS nationwide poll teachers and school administrators their prefer- 
ences and ideas the making and use highschool textbooks was spread before the 
‘membership the Clinic, and its customary flanking body supply representatives the 
February dinner meeting the Clinic, division the American Institute Graphic 
Arts, the Seventh Regiment Armory, 

The clinic makes bold claims that this represents sure-fire estimate what the 
textbook the future will look like, for after all the questions were some extent, loaded 
the clinic’s own thinking, and they explain length the accompanying foreword, 
there are numerous controlling factors which preclude it’s being definitive might 
wished. But for that, the nearest thing conclusive survey that has been accom- 
plished the industry long time and might well classified its way, forward 
step was the “The Textbook the Future” program and booklet the Clinic issued 
some twenty years ago. 

Chairman the meeting was Edward Booher (McGraw-Hill Book Co.) who intro- 
duced the chairman the poll committee, William Jovanovich (Harcourt Brace), and the 
commentating speakers, Philip Caughey, the Lexington, Mass. Junior High School, 
and Dr. Paul Brandwein, Forest Hills High School science teacher, and author and 


consultant for Harcourt, each whom gave his views the subject, “The Consumer and 
The High School Textbook,” reflected the poll. 


LITTLE what other industries call market research 
textbook publishing, least the research rarely systematic 
and rarely undertaken special study publishers. There are 
good reasons for why this so. The market stable not almost 
constant—schools will always buy books. The market not given 
sudden changes—in public schools the for changing 
courses study well for buying books slow. 

Yet there good reason, too, for publishers discover much 
they can about the reactions teachers, who comprise this 
market, the specific aspects content, organization, design, and 
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illustration textbooks. Most often depend our salesmen 
for this information, and authors consultants who are prac- 
ticing teachers. Through the poll taken the American Institute 
Graphic Arts Textbook Clinic have gone straight teachers 
and administrators. While the results are not any sense con- 
clusive, they have the attraction being singularly direct and 
possessing certain candor.

The poll was sent 390 teachers and administrators states.

WHAT THE TEXTBOOK THE FUTURE MAY 


Considering that the questionnaires were late going out, high 
percentage were returned—229, about 60%. Questionnaires 
quantities more than were received from California, Colorado, 
Illinois, Indiana, Massachusetts, Missouri, Nebraska, New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Texas, West Virginia, Wisconsin, and 
the District Columbia. Four cities were extensively polled— 
Los Angeles, Cleveland, New York City, and Washington, 
Only one state that buys books state adoption basis was polled 
—Texas. 

About 70% the teachers and administrators who filled out the 
questionnaire are connected with high schools; about 20% with 
junior high schools; about 10% with elementary schools. All are 
public schools. About 60% the respondents are teachers 
social studies, science, and English; the remainder includes teach- 
ers other subjects well principals, superintendents, cur- 
riculum directors, and librarians. 

Obviously claim can made for the statistical relevance 
the questionnaires. While all have been read and tabulated, 
far they could tabulated, the people questioned vary greatly 
the grade level and subjects which they teach administer and 
their types schools (rural, cosmopolitan, general, vocational, 
consolidated, independent), not mention other variables which

view the reading difficulties encountered 
large number students most school systems recent 
years, you think that will soon necessary have, 
for the same grade and same subject, two different types 
textbooks—one for slow students, and one for average 
students? 


This question brought almost unanimous response that both 
types are needed, with some 20% replying that some form 
multiple text system already use. few teachers objected— 
mostly the Midwestern areas—that such system undemo- 
cratic, and least one, Indianapolis teacher, saw the ramifica- 
tions the question replying that “most will say yes this 
question, not realizing that two books are solution.” Through- 
out the replies other questions the poll there was repeated 
emphasis that color and more illustrations all kinds are needed 
for slower students, but there suggestion that these should 
omitted for average students. One can only conclude that most 
teachers see the main, difference content, not appearance, 
between the two types books. 


you perhaps know, textbook prices have been in- 
much less than the prices all other commodities 
during the last ten years. you think that increase 
20% the price textbooks this time would seriously 
decrease the number copies bought your school 
school system? 

About 70% the Far Western respondents said 20% price 
increase textbooks would not decrease sales; about 60% the 
Midwest agreed, but the East, notably the cities, about 70% 
said price increase would decrease sales. Some this differ- 
ence surely accountable New York City, which can called 
“under-developed area” the field textbooks, crucially 
need Point Four assistance. The poll generally indicates some- 
thing that publishers know but seemingly cannot bring themselves 
face: that they have been slow raise prices. color and 
better design and illustration are used textbooks, they 
must paid for. Schools will not seriously dispute, least 
our poll indicates, that better books are worth more money.

Moreover, there way proving that the responses indicate 
effective result the purchase textbooks. Not all the people 
who answered the questionnaire are the ultimate buyers text- 
books; many have decided influence the book-buying 
sions department heads administrators but doubt some 
exert only small influence. Then, too, there the problem 
distinguishing between what people think and what they do, 
problem which course plagues any poll-taker. Witness 1948 
and 1952. 

With these disclaimers stated, can get the business 
hand, which is: what some users today’s high school 
books think about their illustration, design, typography, color, and 
related aspects. they think great deal and are 
avidly interested the problems book-making. Few felt that 
they were, one English teacher Sandusky complained tiredly, 
“not qualified answer many the questions because inexperi- 
ence, ignorance, indifference.” 


Surprisingly, only about 10% mentioned audio-visual aids. 
spite the tremendous interests and attention given audio-visual 
aids professional journals and meetings, printed matter (pamph- 
lets, workbooks, and magazines mainly) seems the universal 
teaching supplement textbooks these schools.

These 
are desirable ideal limits copyright age but not reflect 
actual practice. teacher Cleveland illustrated the actual 
practice submitting list books presently use her 
high school.

1916! The record better social studies, where the oldest book 
was 1945 publication, Home Economics (1942) and com- 
mercial subjects (1938).

About 45% the questionnaires indicate that teachers and 
administrators believe basic books for standard courses are too 
bulky.

About 50% indicate that they believe content can cut ade- 
quately make smaller books. Among English, social studies, 
and science teachers almost 75% the responses declare that 
books are too bulky. One teacher thinks books are possibly not 
too cumbersome “since the trend away from home work. 
this cause for objections home work?” designers, illus- 
trators, editors, and production directors, question could put: 
have improved the visual appearance books adding vari- 
ous devices and illustration without the same time insisting that 
where illustration repeats the content the text itself must cut?

An- 
other point issue raised the teacher who writes: “The 
advantage double-column that more easily read, accord- 
ing the “authorities,” although some teachers discount this 
idea.” question for publishers might be: how much research 
has actually been done this? About half those who listed 
disadvantages the double-column format mentioned, use the 
words Missouri teacher, that “ordinary books are not printed 
this fashion.” Several complain that while the general format 
acceptable poorly carried out because the space between 
columns too narrow. And one teacher came with com- 
plaint least had not heard before, that some students skip

people. Unfailingly, all the professional book-makers who sub- 
mitted questions included the poll mentioned bleed illus- 
trations, yet only about 30% the people who answered the 
questionnaires bothered reply the query “are bleeds worth 
increased book costs.” those answering about three-quarters 
say bleeds are not worth price increase the book generally 
attractive. Unfortunately submitted question geography 
books: might interesting ask teachers—and maybe book 
editors too—why most geographies unfailingly use bleeds. 

between halftones and line drawings for inclusion various 
types books, the replies divided into percentages cannot said 
significant. Most teachers apparently think that photographs 
are better than drawings literature books, that drawings are 
better language and mathematics books, and that combina- 
tion the two are especially desirable social studies and sci- 


ence books: The response literature books perhaps worthy 
special attention.

Interestingly, the West- 
erners and Midwesterners are more willing accept color high- 
cost than the Easterners. the Eastern areas only 40% favor 
color higher costs, and this fact must balanced against the 
earlier statement that the city schools the East are generally 
less willing accept price increases.

SPEAKER’S COMMENTS 


Caughey found himself agreement with the two textbook 
system, commenting that with the greater number people 
school, was necessary provide books for the major 
levels educational need and ability.

England the textbook publishing 
center the U.S., the February 
meeting the Boston Bookbuilders, 
the Hotel Vendome. Text the meet- 
ing was “Textbook Publishing Moves 
Ahead New England,” theme which 
course most strongly endorsed 
New Englanders, but likewise ac- 
cepted many other sectors the 
publishing fraternity. 

Burton Jones, president the 
Bookbuilders, and chief designer 
Harvard University Press, acted 
chairman and introduced the speakers. 
the absence the organizing panel 
member, Marvin Perry, president 
Heath Co., Jones read Perry’s 


introductory remarks. 


The Panel 


The panel included: Charles Bacon, 
chairman the board, Allyn Bacon; 
Frederick Rice, chairman the 
board and president, Grim Co.; Wil- 
liam Spaulding, vice-president, 
Houghton Co.; Melbourne 
Cummings, president and treasurer, Ad- 
dison-Wesley Pub. Co.; Donald Ma- 
lin, president, Birchard Co. 


“As barefoot boy the rural wilds 
Georgia,” said Perry, first learned 
read from New England Primer. 
When reached high school, began 
read Houghton Mifflin’s Riverside Class- 
ics. learned the rudiments Latin 
from Allyn and Bacon’s Bennett’s Latin 
Series; even got smattering 
mathematics from Ginn’s famous Went- 
worth Series. When got prep school 
and college, studied foreign languages 
from Heath books. colleagues 
will tell you clearly and convincingly, 
textbook writing and publishing the 
United States really began New Eng- 
land, did nearly everything else 
value, according the New Englanders. 
Having come from the backwoods 
the Far South and lived here only 
quarter century, cannot yet boast 
being New Englander, but agree 
that the Boston Symphony, our Fine 
Arts the New England and 
colleges and universities, Massachusetts 
General Hospital, and other institutions 
too numerous mention, excluding the 
Charlestown Prison, are the best not 
only the United States whole 
world.

The first speaker the panel was 
Charles Bacon: his subject, “History 
Textbooks New England.” had 
barely reached the tender age fif- 
teen,” said the speaker, was 
engaged week shipper for 
Allyn and Bacon. Even this compen- 
sation was extravagance, for not only 
could ship from our one office all our 
books ordered throughout America, but 
had leisure time which employed 
reading plays sold Walter Baker 
fifteen cents each for new, and three 
cents for shopworn, copies. 


“In those days Boston had already 
reached its peak literary centre. 
Washington Street was studded with 
publishers and booksellers from News- 
paper Row Franklin Street. 
Brown had bookstore and publishing 
establishment near the present Globe 
headquarters. Further along was the 
original Old Corner Bookstore School 
Street. Beyond the Old South Church 
was the Boston Transcript, opposite the 
stores Estes and Lauriat, DeWolfe 
and Fiske, and across from them 
Lothrop and Allyn and 
book publishers were both ends 
the line, and booksellers who had their 
own publications were between. The 
chief textbook publishers, however, were 
Beacon Hill, Houghton Mifflin 
their present address, Ginn Tremont 
Place, back the old Tremont house 
where Thackeray lodged, Heath 
Somerset Street near Pemberton Square. 


“Ginn and Heath had recently dis- 
solved their partnership the interest 
specialization, Ginn focusing 
Latin and Mathematics, and Heath 
pioneering 
Mifflin’s, they were called, swept the 
field with their Riverside Literature 
Series. like think that this very 
specialization, New England trait, 
was chiefly responsible for the growing 
success Boston publishers. certain- 
helped them win out against the 
monopolistic competition the combi- 
nation formed number publish- 
ers outside New England who had com-

Solid publishing 


certain solidity which characterizes 
New England publishers has certainly 


favored their product against less care.

George 
Mifflin, Edwin Ginn, Daniel Heath, 
John Allyn, and George Bacon 
out any company. Indeed, retro. 
spect they seem giants whose like 
may not see again. Yet the 
tion what they were and the ideals 
they stood for carry the hearts 
and minds all who succeed 
them. They will never fail while New 
England exists.” 

The second speaker, Frederick Rice, 
took for his topic, “Textbook 
ing New England not by, of, 
for New Englanders.” this evening 
looking the past and the future 
textbook publishing New England, 
asked, “Where are now?” Using 
the Hunt reports, said that rough- 
141,000,000 dollars sales (in 1951) 
elementary, high school, and college 
textbooks, the elementary and 
high school business came from New 
England states, and the college 
sales came from New England, about 
the total textbook business. 


N.E. textbook statistics 


Last year about one-fourth the total 
elementary and high school texts were 
published New England, and some- 
what smaller percentage the college 
texts, making total about one-fifth 
all the textbooks published this 
country. About 26% the 
used the United States are manufac- 
tured New England. 

“Our present success and our future 
welfare,” said Rice, “comes from realiz- 
ing that our business comes from the 
country whole. Authors come from 
all parts the United States, and peo- 
ple don’t care where books are made. 
Textbook publishing New England 
will move ahead the extent that its 
service the people, the people, 
and for the people this great country.” 


Critical note 


Spaulding, entitling his talk “The New 
England Way Publishing,” admitted 
the outset that not sure there 
publishing. Textbook publishing, 
said, recognized one the best 
examples have genuine American 
free enterprise. The books won’t sell 
unless they meet real educational 
need. But the textbook needs New 
England are not necessarily typical 
those the rest the country. The 
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New Englander “from Missouri.” 
has shown. 

“Textbook manuscripts,” said Spauld- 
ing, “don’t just grow any more. They 
have built. And one the pub- 
lisher’s chief responsibilities get 
them built and help very much the 
building. can’t boast any pre- 
ponderance New England names 
the covers school textbooks that are 
widest use today. Even the New 
England publishers are not obviously 
favoring New England authorship. 

“New England educational tradition 
focuses its attention perhaps too much 
subject matter, too little the 
boys and girls who will never and prob- 
ably should never college. Authors 
must challenged the problem 
communication with com- 
pletely heterogeneous school audience.” 


Unfair criticism 


Spaulding pointed out that the textbook 
publisher thrives sound, honest, and 
thoughtful criticism his product— 
not just from New England, but from 
all over the country—and that de- 
pends his sales force get for 
him. But publishers today are con- 
cerned about growing volume 
criticism which seems far from 
and objective—the criticism 
those who are charging teachers, pub- 
lishers, and authors with conniving 
make textbooks instruments subver- 
sion. “Textbooks are far from perfect,” 
said, “but textbook publisher, 
with diabolical purpose even with 
and perverted sense duty, 
were set out consciously introduce 
subversive purposes and ideas into his 
books, simply wouldn’t make the 
grade. His books, which are more 
carefully reviewed and screened than 
any other publications have, would 
have little influence because they 
would have little sale. Fortunate- 
ly, the wave hysterical criticism 
seems far have left New England 
untouched.” 

Lest this lull into unjustified 
complacency, Spaulding recommended 
series work guides put out the 
National Citizens Commission for the 
Public Schools, popularly known 
the Larson Commission, for the use 
citizen groups who are interested 
learning more about 
Within month the Commission 
will make available guide for the 
study and evaluation textbooks. 
commended the Bookbuilders’ atten- 
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tion also article Dr. Benjamin 
Fine, entitled “The Truth about School- 
book Censorship,” which appeared 
recent issue Parents Magazine.

Following Spaulding, Melbourne 
Cummings spoke “Why New Eng- 
land Good Source for Technical 
began Cummings, “that preaching, 
teaching, and publishing are the three 
least profitable fields endeavor, and 
preaching and teaching, there 
must something beyond love 
money lure individual into the 
publishing field.

Donald Malin, the concluding 
speaker the panel, discussed “New 
England’s Place Music Publishing.” 
“For two hundred years,” said, “New 
England has supplied America with 
many its composers, beginning with 
William Billings Revolutionary times 
Charles Ives, Connecticut composer 
our own times. was New Eng- 
land—in Boston, exact—that 
music was introduced into the schools. 
The second book published 
America, the Bay Psalm Book, was in- 
troduced for use singing, although 
had notes. The first practical 
book offer instruction music was 
issued Boston 1712, written 
Rev. John Tufts. was called, very 
plain and easy Introduction the Art 
Singing Psalm Tunes: With the 
Cantus, Trebles, Twenty-eight 
Psalm Tunes contrived such man- 
ner that the Learner may attain the 
Skill Singing them with the greatest 
ease and speed imaginable.” 

“In 1764 Josiah Flagg Boston pub- 
lished Collection the best Psalm 
Tunes, two, three, and four parts. 
was engraved Paul Revere and was 
printed paper made the colonies. 
1786 the Stoughton Musical Society 
was organized. This group, and the 
Handel and Haydn Society, another 
early organization, still exists today. 
was Lowell Mason who first trained 
groups children and whose vision 
brought about the introduction music 
into the public schools, 1838. 
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published several collections songs 
for children. 

Whiting Mason, distant 
relative Lowell, compiled The Na- 
tional Music Course, published 1870 
Edwin Ginn, founder Ginn Co. 

“Before founding his own music pub- 
lishing company 1901, Clarence 
Birchard organized summer schools 
music for Ginn Co. and the American 
Book Co. 

“During the past ten years,” said 
Malin, “four new complete music series 
have been issued for the nation’s 
schools. Two these were published 
Boston. There are today eight ac- 
tive publishers music Boston whose 
output useful schools and 
churches. 

“In the field general music pub- 
lishing, Boston again set the pace for 
America, for the first American pub- 
lisher consequence was Oliver Ditson, 
who began his enterprises here 1835. 
continues figure important- 
supplying musical materials for 
church music. The hymnals for num- 
ber church groups—Episcopal, Pres- 
byterian, Christian Science, and Uni- 
tarian—are published our city. 

“The musical climate for this type 
publishing prevails throughout New 
England, and since our section the 
country has the paper, cloth, printing 
and binding facilities, and the skilled 
labor and other personnel, face the 
future with confidence the belief that 
New England publishers will continue 
supply much America’s music 
needs.”

Many the 
Chicago Book Clinic members viewed 
the collection for the first time the 
February meeting guests the cura- 
tor, James Wells. 

Before the group visited the library, 
they had Wells their dinner guest 
the Fountainview Restaurant. gave 
some background information about the 
library. Started 1892, was en- 
dowed Colonel Newberry, wealthy 
pioneer real estate operator Chicago. 
Other than specifying that the library 
must free public library and that 
must remain north the Chicago 
River, the Colonel left free make 
its own decisions. 

The Wing Collection does not em- 
phasize the technical side printing.
